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The legislature is permitted to place conditions on the privilege to drive on the state's highways and roads.! As such, statutes 
have been enacted in the states requiring drivers or operators of motor vehicles to obtain a license as a condition of the right to 


drive on the public highways.” Such statutes are designed to promote safe driving and to protect the traveling public.” 


Licensing requirements are to be liberally construed so that the greatest force and effect may be given them."
